TTie key to Walder’s serenity 
is that Dix o n has no such pro b- 
lem. 
In fact, the city 's landfill 
has been described as a mo d­ 
el o peratio n. 
A fo rmer Dix o nite, Tho mas 
E. Cav anaugh Jr., no w direc­ 
to r o f v ariance fo r land po llu­ 
tio n co ntro l div isio n o f the 
EPA, was principal speaker 
fo r the ev ening. 
May o rs attending the meet­ 
ing were fro m co mmunities 
fro m Carpentersv ille to Gene- 
seo , 
including Benjamin T. 
Schleicher o f Ro ckfo rd. 
During 
Cav anaugh’s 
re­ 
hearsal o f what co nstituted a 
go o d site fo r a landfill o peratio n 
and ho w it sho uld be o perated if 
a city is to keep the EPA fro m 
breathing do wn 
its 
neck, 
Schleicher to ld this writer so me 
interesting aspects o f Ro ck­ 
fo rd’s pro blem. 
That city pro duces fro m 4 00 
to 500 to ns o f garbage weekly . 
It co sts the city $1 8 per to n 
to handle its garbage. 
Garbage is piled 4 0 feet 
abo v e the gro und lev el at the 
landfill being used. 
Ro ckfo rd has lo cated a site 
the EPA has appro v ed but the 
city had its request fo r rezo ning 
rejected by 
the Winnebago 
Co unty Zo ning Bo ard o f Ap­ 
peals. 
Finally , Ro ckfo rd has taken 
the matter to the co urts in an 
effo rt to get a ruling requiring 
the co unty to zo ne the site fo r 
use as a landfill. 
Ro ckfo rd’s pro blems are 
no t unique fo r municipalities, 
o nly larger because o f its 
greater po pulatio n. 
Walder inherited the Dix o n 
landfill situatio n since it was 
put to gether during the latter 
y ears o f Geo rge Lindquist’s 
term in o ffice and the o peratio n 
is co nducted under the superv i­ 
sio n o f Co mmissio ner James G. 
Burke. 
The questio n o f recy cling 
came up and this pro mpted 
Schleicher to remark in 20 
y ears that wo uld be the o nly ac­ 
ceptable way to dispo se o f gar­ 
bage. 
Cav anaugh was no t so sure, 
co mmenting that to day , all 
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materials are being recy cled 
which can be do ne o n an eco ­ 
no mically feasible basis. 
The pro blem with recy cling is 
separating kinds o f materials 
fro m each o ther, Cav anaugh 
po inted o ut. 
He predicted it wo uld be 20 
y ears befo re separatio n equip­ 
ment can be inv ented and de­ 
v elo ped which will hav e the 
ability to separate all matter 
go ing into a landfill. 


Cav anaugh repo rted stell 
co mpanies can’t use tin cans 
but the co pper industry can. 
Campaigns fro m time to time 
are carried o ut to co llect glass 
fo r recy cling. 
Cav anaugh asserted glass 
co mpanies really can’t 
use 
glass co llected and when they 
do accept any it is fo r public re­ 
latio ns reaso ns. 
The pro blems o f glass recy ­ 
cling, Cav anaugh repo rted, 
include that bo ttles must be 
so rted by co lo r befo re recy ­ 
cling, and that glass is a fair­ 
ly heav y material. 
This makes it co stly to co llect 
and transpo rt it to a recy cling 
plant. 
Finally Cav anaugh no ted, 
glass is sand and so da and “ if 
there is any thing in the wo rld 
we are no t go ing to run o ut o f 
it’s sand,” he co ncluded. 
This bro ught Cav anaugh to 
suggest in the future tax 
mo ney will hav e to be used to 
pay fo r recy cling materials if 
there is no demand fo r the re­ 
cy cled material. 
In the future, final dispo sal o f 
garbage will be do ne at v ery 
large regio nal recy cling plants 
which will receiv e partially 
separated refuse fro m many 
co mmunities. 
Lo uis Ko o persmith, may o r o f 
Mendo ta, repo rted he is in the 
recy cling business and to ld o f a 
machine which can crush car 
hulls, take trees and garbage. 
Ko o persmith said the heat 
pro duced by the machine 
sanitizes the garbage go ing 
thro ugh it. 
Hie Mendo ta may o r said his 
co mpany has delay ed o rdering 
the machine because peo ple 
co mplain it will be to o no isy 
when o perated. 
Cav anaugh to ld Ko o persmith 
he knew abo ut the machine and 
that it do es a go o d jo b. 
Dix o n has its landfill pro b­ 
lems so lv ed fo r at least 20 y ears 
with the Green Riv er landfill 
but it may be city co uncils in 
the last decade o f the century 
will be co nsidering ho w to recy ­ 
cle all o f Dix o n’s garbage.

Cost of living climb slows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
rise in Americans’ liv ing co sts 
slo wed markedly in July to an 
increase o f two -tenths o f o ne 
per cent—the smallest hike in 
six mo nths, the go v ernment re­ 
po rted to day . 
The repo rt, co v ering a perio d 
befo re President Nix o n fro ze all 
wages and mo st prices o n Aug. 


14, said a declin e in p rices o f 
clo th in g an d tran sp o rtatio n p ar­ 
tially o ffset co n tin u in g in creas­ 
es fo r fo o d, h o u sin g , medical 
care an d recreatio n . 
Th e rep o rt was issu ed amid a 
rev o lt b y o rg an ized lab o r wh ich 
co mp lain ed th e freeze co v ers 
all wag es b u t n o t all liv in g 
co sts.

Co ngress asked to 
change Nix o n plan 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Declaring there 
are to o many ex emptio ns in President Nix ­ 
o n’s wage-price-rent freeze, o rganized labo r 
has rev o lt« ! and asked Co ngress to impro se 
mo re equitable co ntro ls. AFL-CIO President 
Geo rge Meany , in a sco rching attack o n Nix ­ 
o n that was backed by mo st o ther labo r lead­ 
ers— the teamsters were a no table ex cep­ 
tio n— said the freeze will halt all wo rkers’ 
wage hikes but wo n’t halt inflatio n because 
no t all prices are fro zen. 
“ Eggs, fruits and v egetables— which 
ev ery ho usewife must buy fo r her family — 
are ex empt fro m the freeze. The 1 0-per-cent 
bo rder tax o n impo rts will be passed o n to the 
co nsumer,” Meany said. 
Interest rates, that affect liv ing co sts, and 
business pro fits are also ex empt fro m the 
freeze, he co mplained. 
The 7 7 -y ear-o ld, cigar-cho mping ex ­ 
plumber accused Nix o n o f deliberately mis­ 
leading Americans abo ut the grav ity o f eco ­ 
no mic pro blems, and called o n Co ngress to 
kill Nix o n’s requested business tax credit, 
arguing it wo uld enrich co rpo ratio ns witho ut 
creating new jo bs fo r the natio n’s 5.3 millio n 
unemplo y ed. 
Meany , backed by the full ex ecutiv e co un­ 


cil o f the 1 3 .6-millio n-member labo r federa­ 
tio n, also said Co ngress sho uld enact co ntro ls 
o n pro fits and interest rates, ex penses ac­ 
co unts, sto cks and bo nds and all o ther fo rms 
o f inco me if the freeze remains o n wages and 
prices. 
Teamsters Unio n President Frank Fitz­ 
simmo ns, representing two millio n wo rkers 
in the natio n’s largest unio n, said teamsters 
will fo llo w the President’s requests. 


Fitzsimmo ns also criticized the lack o f 
co ntro ls o n pro fits, div idends and interests 
but he praised the general actio n as “ a bo ld 
measure to preserv e the eco no my o f this na­ 
tio n.” 
Meany said he do esn’t believ e Nix o n plans 
to end the freeze at the end o f 90 day s in mid- 
No v ember. 
He urged unio ns to cancel any labo r co n­ 
tracts under which scheduled wage hikes are 
fro zen by Nix o n’s o rder, and to strike if nec­ 
essary to win mo re wage increases to go into 
effect when the freeze is lifted. 


Meany suggested unio ns might co nsider 
their co ntracts nullified by Nix o n if “ co ntrac­ 
tual pro v isio ns are impaired and members 
suffer lo sses.”

Fo r the seco n d time in a mo n th, 
Presiden t Nix o n has cau ght the o p ­ 
p o sitio n flat-fo o ted, mak in g a p o liti­ 
cal en d ru n that will tak e the p res­ 
su re o ff his eco n o mic flan k fo r so me 
time to co me. His sp ectacu lar lu n ge 
in to the eco n o my will free him fro m 
majo r assau lt, altho u gh the sn ip ers 
will still be at wo rk . He has o p en ed 
himself to criticism o n ly in seemin g­ 
ly rev ersin g his admin istratio n ’s 
p rev io u s eco n o mic p o licy lin e—bu t 
ho w can the asso rted gen tlemen o f 
the Sen ate who hav e been mak in g 
his life miserable belabo r him fo r, 
again seemin gly , do in g p recisely 
what they hav e been say in g he 
sho u ld do . 
In p o in t o f fact, o n ly o n the wage- 
p rice freeze has the 
Presiden t 
chan ged directio n , if o n e tak es the 
lo n g v iew, an d this is the least sign if­ 
ican t p art o f his eco n o mic p assage— 
tho u gh it will get the mo st atten tio n . 
Fo r the wage-p rize freeze is mo re 
rheto rical an d p sy cho lo gical than ' 
an y thin g else. It will be p u n ctu red 
lik e a siev e almo st immediately , an d 
its main u se will be as a han dle to 
tu rn o ff big labo r’s wage ex p an sio n ­ 
ism. 
Bu t this is a temp o rary measu re, 
an d o n e design ed to q u iet tho se who 
see co n tro ls as the o n ly so lu tio n to 
America’s p resen t eco n o mic diffi­ 
cu lties. Tho se difficu lties, which are 
fo rgo tten du rin g bo o m p erio ds, can 
be su mmed u p by o n e wo rd to which 
the Presiden t, lik e all o u r p o litical 
leaders, giv es bu t slight o v ert atten ­ 
tio n : p ro du ctiv ity . Un til the Presi­ 
den t an d the Co n gress jo in fo rces to 
en d a situ atio n in which wages ad­ 
v an ce by gian t step s while p ro du c­ 
tiv ity in ches alo n g, the co u n try will 
co n tin u e to see a thro ttlin g o f its in ­ 
du stry an d a dry in g u p o f its fo reign 
mark ets. 
It is bein g said that Mr. Nix o n ’s 
10 p er cen t su rcharge o n so me 50 p er 
cen t o f o u r fo reign imp o rts ru n s 
co u n ter to his p rev io u sly stated su p ­ 
p o rt o f step s mo v in g to ward free 
trade. As a co n gressman an d sen a­ 
to r, Mr. Nix o n did su p p o rt the recip ­ 
ro cal trade p o licies, bu t with an im­ 
p o rtan t reserv atio n . 
It has alway s been the Presi­ 
den t’s p o sitio n that the lo werin g o f 
trade barriers mu st be a two -way 
actio n —America’s an d the rest o f 
the wo rld’s. Jap an , Britain , an d the 
Co mmo n Mark et co u n tries hav e, 
sin ce Wo rld War II, imp o sed restric­ 
tio n s o n the flo w o f American go o ds 
an d, thro u gh semi-hidden su bsidies 
an d o ther aids, giv en their in du stry 


an u n fair adv an tage o v er o u rs. The 
10 p er cen t su rcharge will be a step 
in the directio n o f rightin g the bal­ 
an ce. It serv es so me small n o tice to 
the co u n tries who se eco n o mies we 
made stro n g at a co st o f $14 3 billio n , 
that Un cle Sam in ten ds to tak e o ff 
the du n ce cap they p lan ted o n his 
head. 
The Presiden t is, o f co u rse, co r­ 
rect when he states that in freein g 
the do llar fro m its ties to an artifi­ 
cially -p riced go ld he will do n o harm 
to the in tern al co n su mer. By allo w­ 
in g the do llar to “flo at”—o f co n sid­ 
erable help in in creasin g America’s 
ex p o rts an d slo win g do wn the flo w o f 
imp o rts—Mr. Nix o n ex ten ds in to the 
fo reign trade field his stated p o licy 
o f less go v ern men t in terferen ce in 
the eco n o my . The American balan ce 
o f p ay men ts will ben efit thereby , as 
it will by the redu ctio n o f fo reign aid. 
Mr. Nix o n wo u ld hav e do n e bet­ 
ter, in the o p in io n o f so me, by p eg­ 
gin g go ld at $7 0 an o u n ce—a mo v e 
which wo u ld hav e wip ed o u t o u r go ld 
deficit an d o p en ed u p to p ro du ctio n 
margin al go ld min es which can n o t 
o p erate p ro fitably at a $35 -an -o u n ce 
p rice. This wo u ld hav e mean t that 
sp ecu lato rs in the go ld mark et 
wo u ld hav e macfe a k illin g, a small 
p rice to p ay . 
Bu t the majo r sign ifican ce o f 
these an d o ther eco n o mic measu res 
p ro p o sed in Mr. Nix o n ’s blo ck bu st­ 
in g statemen t is that they will bu y 
him time, ju st as his an n o u n cemen t 
o f a trip to Pek in g bo u ght him time. 
They will defu se the eco n o mic issu e 
an d giv e him an o p p o rtu n ity to co n ­ 
tin u e redu cin g the size o f the Feder­ 
al E stablishm en t—after labo r’s 
wage p u sh, p erhap s the mo st in fla­ 
tio n ary elemen t in o u r eco n o my . By 
allo win g attritio n to cu t back the 
Federal bu reau cracy , witho u t an y 
massiv e redu ctio n s in fo rce, he is 
min imizin g the dan ger o f a p o litical 
back lash. 
In sho rt, the Presiden t has acted 
characteristically an d in the man n er 
that tho se who v o ted fo r him in 1968 
had a right to ex p ect, an d he had 
demo n strated o n ce mo re that he has 
n o t lo st his sen se o f timin g. The bu si­ 
n ess co mmu n ity will be, as a who le, 
p leased by in v estmen t credits which 
sho u ld lead to an in crease in n ew 
p lan t an d therefo re in p ro du ctiv ity . 
Labo r has called fo r a wage-p rice 
ho ld. Criticism fro m the Rep u blican 
right an d the Demo cratic left n o t­ 
withstan din g, he has p resen ted the 
n atio n with a well-balan ced p ro ­ 
gram. 
War history sketchy 


There will be n o histo ry o f the 
Vietn am war, secret o r o therwise, 
u n less we hav e p ro bed deep ly in to 
what the go v ern men t in Han o i has 
been do in g an d say in g sin ce the Ge­ 
n ev a acco rds o f 1954. So far we hav e 
hardly scratched the su rface. 
To bill the bo o k v ersio n o f “The 
Pen tago n Pap ers” as “The Secret 
Histo ry o f the Vietn am War” can be 
dismissed as harmless p ro mo tio n al 
gu ff. 
No resp o n sible scho lar has tried 
to tell the fu ll sto ry o f Wo rld War II 
witho u t tap p in g all av ailable Ger­ 
man , Jap an ese an d Allied so u rces. 
When histo rian James MacGrego r 
Bu rn s wo rk ed u p his v o lu me o f 
Fran k lin Ro o sev elt’s bio grap hy 
dealin g with the great war, he sp en t 
week s delv in g in to archiv es in the 
So v iet Un io n . 
It is amazin g to n o te then that we 
hav e in this co u n try man y self- 
sty led so p histicates who talk an d act 
as if we k n o w ju st abo u t all there is 
to k n o w abo u t the Vietn am war. 
Do we? We do n ’t ev en k n o w the 
who le o f the American p art o f the 
sto ry , sin ce mu ch o f its lies lo ck ed in 
Ly n do n Jo hn so n ’s files in Tex as, an d 
in the rich State Dep artmen t lo de. 
An d what k in d o f sto reho u se o f 
histo ry hav e o u r Vietn amese allies 
in Saigo n been p ilin g u p sin ce 1954 ? 
Bey o n d all this, clearly so me cru ­ 
cial p arts o f the sto ry were bu ried 
with the late No rth Vietn amese 
leader, Ho Chi Min h. Other main 
elemen ts are still held secret in Ha­ 
n o i’s files— p erhap s barred fo rev er 
fro m o u r ey es. 
Still, No rth Vietn am’s ro le in the 
war n eed n o t be a to tal my stery to 
u s. Bo th Han o i an d the so -called Na­ 
tio n al Liberatio n Fro n t (p o litical 
arm o f the Viet Co n g) o ften hav e 


p u blished ex tremely can did state­ 
men ts o f their p u rp o ses an d activ i­ 
ties relativ e to So u th Vietn am. 
Then there are the tho u san ds o f 
No rth Vietn amese an d Viet Co n g 
do cu men ts tak en by Allied so u rces 
o v er the y ears. 
Fo r a lo n g time, it has been fash­ 
io n able in so me circles to ridicu le 
“cap tu red do cu men ts” as if they 
were either v alu eless o r so me so rt o f 
CIA p lan t design ed to mislead u s. 


The late Bern ard Fall, a scho lar 
o n Vietn am widely resp ected by 
man y o f the mo st v ehemen t an tiwar 
critics, o n ce said that Do u glas Pik e, 
U.S. Fo reign Serv ice o fficer at­ 
tached to the USIA, saw mo re Viet 
Co n g do cu men ts than an y o n e o n 
earth bu t members o f the NLF 
themselv es. 


It is in terestin g, therefo re, to 
co n trast Pik e’s attitu des with tho se 
o f the American so p histicates who 
thin k the Vietn am sto ry is already 
to ld. 
In the p reface to his bo o k , “War, 
Peace an d the Viet Co n g,” he wro te: 
“Liv in g in Vietn am 'fo r eight 
y ears has co n tribu ted n o thin g to my 
en lighten men t. 
“The sto ry o f Vietn am has n o t 
been to ld, n o t ev en its begin n in gs. 
Perhap s it mu st be to ld fro m so me­ 
where else . . . My greatest desp air 
is that the sto ry may n ev er be to ld 
the way it was. Ev en as I rwrite, I 
mu st admit that my stro n gest feel­ 
in g to ward Vietn am remain s p u zzle­ 
men t.” 
Critics in America n ev er hav e 
been a hu mble lo t. Bu t seldo m be­ 
fo re hav e so man y been so co n fiden t 
abo u t thin gs o f which they k n o w so 
little. Ho p efu lly , the fu ll Vietn am 
sto ry will be to ld so me day .

WASHINGTON- On e mo n th af­ 
ter his in au gu ratio n , Presiden t Nix ­ 
o n min gled in a light-hearted mo o d 
at a White Ho u se recep tio n with re­ 
p o rters who were to acco mp an y him 
o n his first o fficial jo u rn ey to Eu ­ 
ro p e. 
At o n e p o in t du rin g the in fo rmal 
ev en in g, the Presiden t to ld this co l­ 
u mn ist an d o ther gu ests that he was 
already ex p erien cin g the less-de­ 
lightfu l side o f bein g Presiden t. 
Smilin g, he sho o k his head an d o b­ 
serv ed he had sp en t the aftern o o n 
discu ssin g eco n o mic p o licy an d re­ 
v iewin g the Federal bu dget. 
“An d who u n derstan ds eco n o m­ 
ics?” he ask ed rheto rically . We 
lau ghed sy mp athetically . 
Two an d a half y ears later, after 
steadily assu rin g the p u blic that 
eco n o mic p ro sp erity was ju st 
aro u n d the co rn er, the Presiden t 
abru p tly to o k sev eral drastic step s 
which reco gn ized that the n atio n ’s 
eco n o mic situ atio n had deterio rated 
to crisis p ro p o rtio n s. 
In so do in g, the Presiden t seized 
the in itiativ e fro m the Demo crats o n 
the q u estio n o f the eco n o my , which 
was rap idly beco min g the biggest is­ 
su e o f the 1972 Presiden tial cam­ 
p aign . Mo re sign ifican tly , he dem­ 
o n strated remark able flex ibility in a 
majo r area o f n atio n al p o licy . 
The Presiden t’s flip -flo p o n eco ­ 
n o mic p o licy rep resen ts a dramatic 
chan ge o f min d o f the k in d seldo m 
seen in Presiden ts, o r fo r that mat­ 
ter in lesser p o litician s. On ly two 
week s ago he was still in sistin g that 
his p o licy o f n o t in terv en in g in the 
eco n o my was wo rk in g an d that 1971 
wo u ld tu rn o u t to be a go o d y ear an d 
that 1972 wo u ld be a v ery go o d y ear. 
This p o litical flex ibility can be 
v iewed as wishy -washy , o r as sen si­ 
ble adap tability to a wo rsen in g 
situ atio n , dep en din g o n y o u r biases. 
It do es raise q u estio n s abo u t Presi­ 
den tial believ ability ; if y o u tru sted 
Nix o n ’s reassu ran ces two week s 
ago , y o u may hav e tro u ble u n der­ 
stan din g why it became n ecessary 
v irtu ally o v ern ight to go so far as 
freezin g wages an d p rices an d de­ 
v alu in g the do llar. 
On balan ce, ho wev er, the Presi­ 


den t’s actio n seems to be a healthy 
dev elo p men t. In effect, he admitted 
that he had been wro n g in his p re­ 
v io u s eco n o mic ap p ro ach. An d while 
it wo u ld hav e been better if he had 
been right all alo n g, he had the co u r­ 
age to reassess the p ro blem, rev erse 
himself, an d fo llo w the adv ice o f his 
majo r eco n o mic adv isers. 
Su ch Presiden tial resp o n siv en ess 
is a sign that p erhap s p u blic co n cern 
o v er the iso latio n o f the White Ho u se 
has been ex aggerated. 
Presiden t Nix o n reacted to legiti­ 
mate eco n o mic p ressu res, bu t he 
was also in flu en ce by p o litical fac­ 
to rs. A Gallu p Po ll in dicates that 
there are twice as man y American s 
who hav e co n fiden ce in the Demo ­ 
cratic Party ’s ability to assu re p ro s­ 
p erity as there are tho se who believ e 
in the Rep u blican Party ’s ability to 
do this. Last No v ember, when the 
u n emp lo y men t rate was lo wer than 
it is n o w, the Rep u blican s did n o t 
fare well in the 1970 Co n gressio n al 
electio n s, largely becau se o f a slu g­ 
gish eco n o my . Twelv e GOP Sen a­ 
to rs p u blicly rejected the Presi­ 
den t’s sit-tight eco n o mic p hilo so p hy 
two week s ago an d called fo r wage- 
p rice gu idelin es. An d n early all the 
Demo cratic Presiden tial ho p efu ls 
hav e been deman din g so me k in d o f 
wage-an d-p rice in terv en tio n fro m 
the White Ho u se. 


Presiden t Nix o n has co me, slo w­ 
ly bu t steadily , to accep t go v ern ­ 
men t man ip u latio n o f the eco n o my . 
In his first State o f the Un io n Mes­ 
sage, he p ledged to balan ce the Fed­ 
eral bu dget; he gav e u p that idea 
so me time ago . Two y ears ago , he 
v o wed n o t to irritate bu sin essmen by 
“jaw bo n in g” ; he ado p ted the p rac­ 
tice after the disap p o in tin g 197 0 
electio n s. At a Ju ly fo u rth co n fer­ 
en ce with his adv isers, Nix o n reject­ 
ed all p ro p o sals o f fiscal in cen tiv es; 
n o w he has again chan ged his min d. 
In the en d, o f co u rse, what really 
matters is resu lts. An d if the Presi­ 
den t arriv es at a go o d resu lt by the 
n ex t Presiden tial camp aign , it will 
n o t seem desp erately imp o rtan t ho w 
he go t there.

The argu men t ru n s that meas­ 
u res lik e tax cu ts, in v estmen t cred­ 
its, a wage-p rice freeze an d slashes 
in federal sp en din g mak e their im­ 
p act slo wly . It is estimated that if 
they are in stitu ted n o w o r v ery so o n , 
imp o rtan t ben eficial effects will n o t 
be felt u n til March o f n ex t y ear. 
An y sizable gain s after that time, 
it is co n ten ded, wo u ld co me to o 
late to help Nix o n at the p o lls. 
Whether the Presiden t accep ts 
this reaso n in g is n o t k n o wn , bu t it is 
a fact he has acted ju st within what 
are seen as his dan ger limits.

By his bro ad-stro k e assau lt o n 
the p ro blems, the Presiden t, o f 
co u rse has p u t his p o ten tial 197 2 
Demo cratic riv als in to sev ere diffi­ 
cu lties. On ly day s befo re he acted, 
Sen ato rs Edmu n d Mu sk ie an d 
Geo rge McGo v ern deliv ered majo r 
eco n o mic sp eeches to a Tex as labo r 
co n v en tio n .

Dear Dr. Lamb—I wou ld like 
to know if there is any food or 
drink that can be digested 
withou t the aid of the pancreatic 
ju ice. I hav e no pancreas in my 
body . I am slowly starv ing. 
May be there are some foods I 
can eat. I wou ld appreciate it. 
Dear Reader—If y ou really 
hav e no pancreas, y ou hav e no 
pancreatic ju ice and no insu lin 
from the tiny islets in the pan­ 
creas that prev ent diabetes. 
P ancreatic ju ice contains 
enzy mes that help to metabolize 
all ty pes of food. Those that are 
essential to digesting fat are the 
most critical. A person with 
poor fu nction of the pancreas 
will lose most of the fat he eats 
becau se it cannot be absorbed 
from the intestines. Conse­ 
qu ently , the stools are large and 
greasy . In the absence of su f­ 
ficient pancreatic ju ice, the 
body 
can 
still 
u se 
c a r­ 
bohy drates 
(starch es 
and 
su gars) and proteins (lean 
m eats, lean fowl and lean fish). 
The preferred method of 
managing the problems posed 
by lack of a pancreas or inade­ 
qu ate pancreatic fu nction is 
replacement. There are com­ 
m ercial pancreatic ex tracts 
that can be u sed. These shou ld 
be taken at frequ ent interv als 
du ring the day (six to 12 times a 
day ) for the best effect. If there 
is no insu lin produ ction, this, 
too. mu st be su pplied. 
Withou t replacement medi­ 
cine y ou may also hav e trou ble 
absorbing Vitamins A, D and E. 
Additional medicine will need to 
be taken to prev ent problems 
with the liv er. I am not su re why 
y ou hav e no pancreas and that 
is a rather important considera­ 
tion. 
D ear Dr. 
Lam b—I hav e 
alway s believ ed any cou gh is 
contagiou s. Is there a 
tru e 
cigarette cou gh? Are bronchial 
or 
asthm atic 
cou ghs 
con­ 
tagiou s? You r answer will help 
me and many other mothers 
and teachers who care for 
y ou ng children. 
Dear R ead er— A person 
cou ghs becau se the respiratory 
tract is irritated—which can be 
by a chemical, an allergy or a 
mechanical irritation; a tu mor 
or an infection, for ex ample. 
There su rely is a cigarette 
cou gh and it is the resu lt of 
chem cial irritation. It isn’t 
contagiou s, bu t the smoker’s 
cigarette can su rely cau se the 
nonsm oker 
to 
cou gh 
and 
sometimes gasp for breath 
Cou ghing from any allergy is 
not 
contagiou s—and 
m any 
cases of asthma are cau sed by 
allergy . Sev eral diseases of the 
lu ngs cau se cou gh withou t being 
contagiou s. Hav ing a cou gh 
from a simple cold is one 
thing—and it shou ldn’t last too 
long. Any one with a persistent 
cou gh shou ld be ex amined, su ch 
a cou gh can represent seriou s 
disease, and early diagnosis is 
u su ally in the patient’s best 
interest.

NEW YORK (NEA)— John Ev en son , a sen ­ 
ior in jou rn alism at the Un iv ersity of Ten n es­ 
see, recen tly sen t me a qu estion n aire for his 
thesis on the so-called “Athletic Rev olu tion ,” 
specifically the celebrated retiremen t of 
Georg e Sau er, Dav e Meg g y esy , Chip Oliv er 
an d Cu rt Flood. 
“ Do y ou an ticipate more athletes doin g 
same? asks Mr. Ev en son . In other words, or 
in the words of the u n fortu n ate Lou is XVI, 
“Apres moi le delu g e” ? 
Will we witn ess in comin g y ears wholesale 
defection s of philosophically recalcitran t ath­ 
letes from the fields of play fu l strife? Will the 
en d resu lt be a retu rn to on e-platoon football 
becau se of lack of participan ts? 
This is hig hly dou btfu l. Sau er. Meg g y esy , 
Oliv er an d Flood are n ot represen tativ e pro­ 
fession al athletes. Sau er, for ex ample, reads 
Camu s, Meg g y esy reads Marx . Oliv er likes to 
breath stan din g on his head an d Flood likes to 


smell flowers (an d own ed a florist shop). 
All fou r started ou t as in v olv ed athletes, 
short-haired, 
establishmen t-orien ted 
milk 
drin kers. Somewhere alon g tn e lin e they saw 
hy pocrisy in sports, u g lin ess in sports, an d 
became cy n ical an d radical. In short, an ti-es­ 
tablishmen t. 
“The 
rev olu tion ary mov emen t 
of ou r 
tim es,” wrote Albert Camu s in ‘The Rebel,’ 
“is primarily a v iolen t den u n ciation of the 
formal hy pocrisy that presides ov er bou r­ 
g eois society .” 
That same hy pocrisy — ex ploitaton m as­ 
qu eradin g as the n atu ral order of thin g s— 
persists in profession al sports, prov idin g fer­ 
tile g rou n d for locker-room rev olu tion aries. 
Most profession al athletes, howev er, are 
locked in to establishmen t thou g ht. They are 
n ot idealists. 
Ev en today , most athletes qu it sports n ot 
becau se of beliefs that football is dehu man iz­ 
in g or in opposition to the reserv e clau se, bu t 
becau se (1) they don ’t play en ou g h (Ted Uhl- 


aen der), (2) aren ’t doin g well on * the field 
(Ton y Con ig liaro), (3; hav e become too 
creaky -bon ed or (4) are performin g a time- 
hon ored ru se to g et more mon ey . 
The seeds plan ted by the philosophical ath­ 
letes will hav e some effect on some fu tu re 
athletes. Bu t Sau er an d Meg g y esy an d Oliv er 
an d Flood (an d y ou can in clu de Mu hammad 
Ali, su rely ) are more represen tativ e of the 
chan g in g world arou n d u s than of the still 
v ery in su lar world of athletics. 
Those fou r cau ses celebres are represen ta­ 
tiv e of the g en eration g ap, the alien ated 
y ou n g , thou g h the fou r athletes themselv es 
are adu lts. In ‘‘The Makin g of a Cou n ter Cu l­ 
tu re,” au thor Theodore Roszak writes: ‘‘Most 
of what is presen tly happen in g that is n ew, 
prov ocativ e, an d en g ag in g in politics, edu ca­ 
tion , the arts, social relation s is the creation 
either of y ou th who are profou n dly , ev en fa­ 
n atically , alien ated from the paren tal g en er­ 
ation , or of those who address themselv es pri­ 
marily to the y ou n g . ” 


What does this y ou th rev olu tion hav e to do 
with sports? Homer Babbidg e, presiden t of 
the Un iv ersity of Con n ecticu t, ex plain s: 
“Competitiv e sport is, in the ey es of its y ou th­ 
fu l critics, a part an d parcel of the establish­ 
m en t.” 
The establishmen t’s con cern is with the 
statu s qu o, where mon ey is v irtu ally the basis 
for all action , where, as Jacqu es Ellu l said, 
“Techn iqu e (su ch as in the emphasis of a win ­ 
n in g team) mu st redu ce man to a techn ical 
an im al,” where the org an ization comes be­ 
fore “hu man caprice.” 
Bu t the day is far away when an athletic 
rev olu tion will be in fu ll flower. This despite 
the rev olt of the blacks, the rev olt of the lon g - 
hairs, the rev olt of the idealists. 
For n ow, athletes are still too con su med 
with self, after a lifetime in pamperdom. It is 
the Sy stem, an d they are slav es to it. Giv e 
them more mon ey , in colleg e an d in the pros, 
an d they are mollified. Camu s? Camu s who?

KANSAS CITY (AP) — The 
Nation al Football Leag u e an d 
the Kan sas City Crime Com­ 
mission were reported at odds 
Thu rsday n ig ht ov er a bu sin ess 
tran saction in v olv in g all-pro 
safety John n y Robin son . 
The commission has qu es­ 
tion ed whether the NFL shou ld 
hav e allowed Robin son to en ter 
in to a tran saction that resu lted 
in a corporation he heads owin g 
$27 5,000 to a Kan sas City man 
with a police record. 
The tran saction in v olv es the 
pu rchase of the Mirror Lake 
Town Clu b, n ow John n y Robin ­ 
son ’s Swim an d Ten n is Clu b. 
This was don e with a $7 5,000 
down pay men t an d a promisory 
n ote sig n ed by Robin son for 
$27 5,000, pay able to Edward P. 
“Eddie Spitz” Osadchey an d 
his wife. 
The NFL told The Associated 
Press Thu rsday it had already 
in v estig ated the m atter, re ­ 
g arded the tran saction as a 


"simple pu rchase of property ,” 
an d criticized the crim e com­ 
mission for hav in g raised the 
issu e. 
In New York, the N.J.L. of­ 
fice said: 
“ This office has been fu lly 
aware of the details of John n y 
Robin son ’s property pu rchase 
sin ce last Dec. 3 At that time 
he v olu n tarily requ ested ou r as­ 
sistan ce in obtain in g in forma­ 
tion relev an t to the then pro­ 
posed tran saction . At n o time 
hav e we determin ed that the 
tran saction is an y thin g more 
than a simple pu rchase of prop­ 
erty an d ou r in v estig ation es­ 
tablished n o su fficien t cau se for 
takin g the drastic action of di­ 
rectin g Robin son to div est him­ 
self of the property . It is u n ­ 
fortu n ate that a v olu n teer org a­ 
n ization shou ld see fit to issu e 
self-serv in g statem en ts which 
ten d to con fu se rather than to 
clarify the situ ation .” 
The crime commission had 


written the NFL earlier this 
week abou t the tran saction , 
say in g “it was n ot in the best 
in terests of profession al football 
or the Kan sas City Chiefs.”
